IN WORLD AFFAIRS 


Many changes occurred between August 
of 1990 and the first few months of 1991. 
The world was touched by the unification 
of Germany, though many historians wor- 
ried that a united Germany could cause 
international problems in the future. Only 
a test of time shall tell the fate of this 
proud nation. Margaret Thatcher’s fall 
from power in England shocked the world 
and ended the reign of one of the most 
powerful British Prime Ministers ever. The 
war in the Persian Gulf emphasized to 
what extent countries will go to preserve 
freedom.
